SO. 143.—Whereas the Central Government Is of the opinion that The 

Mahaiakshmi Mill3 Co., Ltd., Eeawar (Rajasthan State), an industrial undertak¬ 
ing in respect of which an investigation has been made under Section 15 of the 
Industries (Development and Regulation) Art. 1951 (05 of 1951), is being managed 
In a manner highly detrimental to public Interest; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 18-A of the 
said Act. the Central Government hereby authorises Shri Sharaf Ali (herein¬ 
after referred to as Authorised Controller) to take over the management of the 
whole of the said undertaking, namely, the Mahaiakshmi Mills Co. Ltd,, Beawar, 
subject to the following terms and conditions, namely:— 

(i) the Authorised Controller shall romply with all directions Issued from 

time to time by the Central Government; 

(ii) the Authorised Controller shall hold office for five years from the date 

of publication in the official Gazette of this nrtiflprl Order The 
Central Government may terminate the appointment of the Authoris¬ 
ed Controller earlier, if it considers necessary tQ do so. 

2. Tin's Order shall have effect for a period of five vears commencing on the 
date of its publication in the Official Gazette.

S.O. 144 .—Whereas by the notified Order of the Government of India in 
the late Ministry of Commerce and Industry S.O. No. 2810, dated the 13th August, 
1904. Shri P. L, Sukhwal was authorised to take over the management of the 
whole of the Mewar Textiles Mills Limited, Bhilwara (hereinafter referred to 
as the said undertaking); 

And whereas the aforesaid notified Order was modified by the Order of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce S.O. No. 4034, dated the 28th 
December, 1960 (hereinafter referred to as the said date), and Shri Sharaf All 
was authorised to take over the management of the said undertaking vice Shri 
P. L. Sukhwal; 

And whereas Shri Sharaf Ali did not take over the management of the said 
undertaking in pursuance of the aforesaid Order of the said date;

(i) that Shri P. L. Sukhwal shall be deemed to have been authorised lo 

continue to be in charge of the management of the said undertaking 
on and from the said date; 

(ii) that notwithstanding the issue of the notified Order S.O. No. 4034 of 

the said date, no action taken, or contract entered into, on or after 
the said date by the said Shri P. L Sukhwal on behalf of the said 
undertaking shall be deemed to be invalid, or ever to have become 
invalid, only on the ground that the notified Order S.O. No. 4034 
of the said date was made.
